Soccer 


During the 1949 soccer season Hopkins Academy once again fielded a strong 
aggregation that made a creditable showing in league play and in tournament games. 
The final tally on wins and losses shows that the boys wearing the spangles of 
Hopkins garnered six victories, one loss, and one tie in Hampshire League play. 
Holyoke was the only club to take the measure of the locals in a fiercely fought 
battle at Mackenzie Stadium. The return game and final one of the season played 
on the Hadley pitch found Holyoke ekeing out a one to one tie and the annexation 
of the Hampshire League title. In post season meets the Academy eleven won two 
games in tournament play only to be eliminated in the semi-finals by fast moving 
Springfield Tech. Tech leading three to nothing late in the game was fully extended 
by the Hadley forces sparked by center forward Ph'l Surgen. The rally fell short 
and Tech came out on top three to two. 


Returning from last years’ Western Massachusetts Yournament Champion team 
were Edward Tudryn, Philip Surgen, Edward Fydenkevez, Paul Brown, and Philip 
Mazur. Other promising boys were John Suleski, Joseph Wanczyk, John Sullivan, 
Ernest Sarrasin, Michael Zenzayer, Clarence Babb, Joseph Zatyrka, Leon Koniezzny, 
Richard Russell, and Frank Gnatek. 


The line consisted of Phil Surgen in the center forward position. Co-captains, 
Fydenkevez and Tudryn played the inside. Working in the line were the two 
wings, Phil Mazur and Joe Wanczyk. The halfbacks were: Sullivan, Brown, and 
Suleski. Brown was the only one of the three who had played as a regular the 
previous season.

The Hampshire League schedule consisted of eight games, two each with the 
four league teams.

The only defeat 
was at Holyoke when Holyoke handed Hopkins a 1-0 setback. The second engage- 
ment with Holyoke was a 1-1 tie. Holyoke’s league victory over us, plus the tie, 
gave Holyoke an undefeated season and the Hampshire League Championship. 

Finishing a successful Hampshire League season in second place Hopkins entered 
the Western Massachusetts Tournament. In the opening game we defeated Spring- 
field Classical by a score of 3 to 0. In the next contest the Academy defeated East- 
hampton for the third time of the season, but, in doing so we lost one of our ke} 
men, Brown. Brown received a leg fracture. Hopkins went on to the semi-finals 
where Springfield Tech defeated them by a score of 3 to 2, thus ending a success- 
ful soccer season.

Basketball 


The 1949-50 basketball season saw the fortunes of Hopkins Academy rise to 
the heights as also did the blood pressure of her most loyal followers. Hopkins 
won the Hampshire League title in a post-season playoff game which capped the 
end of a hectic league season, marked with much jockeying for first place. In the 
course of league play, first place positions were exchanged by South Hadley and 
Hopkins several times either by victories or by losses; and a post-season tilt was 
needed to decided the issue. Although the Academy quintet failed in its attempted 
defense of its Small School crown, it, nevertheless, made a fine showing at the event 
until dumped to the surprise of many by the fast running Athol Red Raiders. 


The varsity was rounded out with Wezdenko, center; Capt. Tudryn and Wan- 
czyk, forwards; Surgen and Fydenkevez, as guards. The more than able reserves 
were Phil Mazur, John Suleski, John Sullivan, and Leon Konieczny. 


In the Hampshire League, Hopkins defeated Amherst, Smith Academy, Orange, 
Smith’s School, and Arms Academy in both encounters. While the games with 
St. Michaels, Deerfield, and South Hadley were split on even terms. 


At South Hadley, Hopkins lost its first Hampshire League game by dropping 
a hard fought battle with a score of 39-28. This loss made South Hadley the sole 
occupant of first place. St. Michaels, in defeating South Hadley, gave Hopkins an 
assist, thus tying up the league. We traded to Deerfield and came out on’ the short 
end of a 39-29 contest. This placed South Hadley again in the first place until 
Hopkins defeated the former in a close return battle, 34-33. The fast St. Michaels 
guintet was defeated in the first meet but then downed Hopkins in a return game, 
36-35. Thus for the third time South Hadley was first in the league race. It 
now seemed possible for a three-way tie in the Hampshire League between Hop- 
kins, South Hadley, and St. Michaels. With South Hadley in first place and Hop- 
kins and St. Michaels tied for the second, we were again fortunate with a victory 
over Orange while South Hadley and St. Michaels were defeated by Amherst and 
Deerfield. 


Thus, after a thrilling and an exciting season we ended the Hampshire League 
tied with South Hadley for the first place. The deciding contest was played after 
the Small School Tournament. Hopkins was again crowned the Hampshire League 
Champ for the third consecutive year with a score of 33-31. 


Hopkins was invited to participate in the Western Massachusetts Tournament 
in Amherst, and officially opened the tourney by defeating St. Mary’s of Westfield, 
50-36. In the semi-finals we were scheduled to play Athol. We lost this contest 
after a heart breaking game, the final score was 36-33. 


In its independent games Hopkins defeated Easthampton 35-31 and 38-36. It 
split with Northampton, losing the first, 41-38, and evening up at home with a 
30-28 victory. 


The 1949-1950 season was a successful one for Hopkins Academy. That the 
boys played good ball is evidenced by their record. The combine of Surgen and 
Tudryn made Hopkins a fast team. Surgen, was selected by the ofhcials as a 
member of the “All Western Massachusetts” team, thereby, bringing a distinct 
honor to himself and to Hopkins Academy.
